Peru Refuses to Comply With Bol 
ivia's Dltimatnm-German 
Warships at Tangier. 

London, July 10. — The U. S. Ambassa- 
dor, Hon. Thomas Biyard, had an interview 
with Lord Salisbury, tbr ->.cv; Premier this 
afternoon. 

Tho Tsung Li Yamon, (ChinoBO foreign 
office) has intimated that a portion, prob- 
ably half of the second Chinese indomnity 
loin, whioh will amount to 100,000,000 taola 
will bo received from Groat Britain and tho 
other half may come from Gormany. 

Sonor Sagaste, ox-premier, during tho 
course of an intervlow, doclareel that the 
Liberals would agreo to pay the Mora in- 
demnities for damages euatained by Spani- 
ards during tho war of secession providod 
the corroB ogreo to voto tho orodit necessary. 

El'Llbsral commenting on tho situation in 
Cuba to day aiiya that tho United States 
has loyally performed its international obli- 
gations so far aa tho island of Cuba is con- 
cerned. 

German warships have arrive] at Tangier 
with orders to insist upon the payment by 
the govornmont of Morocco of tho indomnity 
of 8,000 marks for the murdor of a German 
citizen named Rockstrop, near Saffi, 

Referring to tho proceedings of tho Na- 
tional convention at Omagh, County Tyrono, 
the Times asks " how many seats in tho last 
parliament wore occupiod by subsidized 
patriots." It also asks whothor Mr. Ellis 
made contracts for any othor Boats or ser- 
vices with the Irish vendors and whethor 
the House of Lords ia to be robbed of tin 
oonetitutional privileges by tho aid of votes 
bought at £200 eaoh. Tho English olootors 
can now consider whother such assistance 
redounds to tho honor and greatness of Eng- 
land and the purity and good fame of our 
parliament. 

Tho Duke of Portland has been appointed 
Master of tho Uorso. The Earls of Dart- 
mouth, Waldegrave, Ranfurly and Lords 
Churchill, HarriB, Hennlkor and Lawrence 
have been made lords in-waiting j the 
Marquis of Carmarthen treasurer of the 
houBehold ; Lord Arthur Hill comptroller 
of the household, and Allwyn Fellowes vice 
ohamborlain. Sir Henry James has boen 
raiBed to the peerage. 

Severe earthquake ahooks have boen ex- 
perienced in tho Caspian and Ural districts 
and many houaeB havo been destroyed at 
Uaanda, Aatrachan and Krasnovoek. 

Tho frionds of Mrs. Floronoo Maybrick 
are once more renewing their efforts to 
obtain her release from prison. Mra. May- 
brick, It will be remembered, was convicted 
of poisoning her husband, James Maybrick, 
by arsenic and sentonoed to death on Aug- 
ust 7, 1889, whioh Bentence was afterwards 
commuted to ponal servitude for life. 

The penitentiary congress has adjourned 
to meet in Brussels in 1900. 

Bolivia has aent an ultimatum to Peru 
demanding an answer within twenty-four 
hours as to whether Peru will give satisfac- 
tion for the alleged offence committed 
against Bolivia during theoivil war. 

A dispatch to Le Journal of pariB from 
St. Petersburg says that an extenslvo plot 
haa been diacovored in Moscow against tho 
life of the Czir. Eight peraona have been 
arroatod oharged with complicity in the 
plot. Among the priaonera are six well 
known Nihilists. 

Roar-Admiral Curtis diod suddenly while 
roturniDg from a viHit to tho Italian mon-of- 
war at Spithoad. 

Tho Daily News Paris correspondent 
aays : " The Eustia interviow aeems to havo 
been a splendid hoax. It seemed highly im- 
probablo that any diplomatist should have 
mado remarks in such bad tasts." 

Hon.HanniB Taylor, U S. minister to 
Spain, called upon tho Duke of Totuan, 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, to day, 
and oxplicitoly denied that Hon. Jamoa 
Eustis, U. S. ambassador to Franco, had 
made tho statements allogecl by tho Paris 
Figaro in a purported interviow with Mr. 
EuBtis on tho conditions in Cuba. Mr. 
Taylor ronowed tho protestations of friend- 
ship towards Spain on tho part of tho U. S. 

Le Figaro reportor, who wrote tho alleged

haB addrcBsod a lottor to Lo TempB, in 
which journal Mr. Eustia denioa the 
interview, stating that ho was introduced 
to Mr. Eustia by Mr. Henry Vignaud, sec- 
retary to the U S embassy, on May 12, aa 
an author. Ho Bay 8 that ho conversed 
with Mr. EuatiB for throo quarters of an 
hour and wrote and publiehed tho intorviow 
afterwardf, Tho writor concludes : " Prob- 
ably Mr. Euntia did not know that ho was 
talking to a journalist. This is tho exact 
truth I do not wlah to diaouaa tho mattor 
further, and am only deairons of closing tha 
regrettublo incident "

Discoveries of Gold In Disputed Territory Said 
to Be the Cause of tho Difficulties.

President Foraytho of tho Ham- 
ilton Radial Railway, or tho Niagara Hamil- 
ton ct Pacific Railway, haa juBb returned to 
Hamilton from Boston. Ho saya he beliovos 
the deal by whioh the Canadian Paoifio is to 
acquire the Toronto branch of the Toronto; 
Hamilton & Buffalo Railway haB been closed 
but that it will not upset his plans with the 
C. P. R." 



COLLAPSE OF A BUILDING, 

A Thousand People Thrown to tho Floor at an 
Elk Demonstration Near Now York. 

Atlantic Cny, N. Y., July 10.— The 
eooial aoaBion tendored by tho Atlantic City 
lodge to the viBiting Elks at tho Baltic 
Avonue Casino to-night onded in a terrible 
disaster in which fully one hundred people 
wore more or leaa seriously injured. Tho 
acBsion had juat opened when tho building, 
whioh has not boon UBod for aoveral years, 
coilapBed and fully u thousand peraona woro 
thrown to tho Lbor beneath. Two hundrod 
persons at least who were on tho first floor 
of tho building and immediately beneath 
the hall were crushed beneath tho timbora 
and lay holpleas. The oleotrio lights in tho 
building woro extinguished by tho collapao 
and added to tho terrible situation. One 
man diod from hie iojurieB after removal to 
a neighboring hotel. It ia foarcd that othor 
deatha will follow and tho wonder ia that of 
the two hundred or more persona who woro 
on the lower floor none wero killed outright.

All Ready to Start for the North Lund. 

St. Johns, Nfld., July 10 — The Peary 
rolief expedition eaila to-morrow morning. 
All are now on board awaltibg tho final 
touohes to the machinery. The shaft has 
been successfully plaoed in position.

John Bartlott commands, with Patrick Dun- 
phoy as mate, who is already well known 
for his Arotic work. The ahlp is amply 
provided with coal and provisions, and will 
probably make good time northward. Tho 
expedition expectB to reach Peary's head- 
quarters about August 10, and to bo back 
hero by tho middle of September.

Official Statements to be Mado 
Parliament To day— The Ten- 
sion Relaxing.

L Blench Caucus Adjourns Awaiting 
Developments— Business of Par- 
liament Almost Completed. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 10 —In tho Senate this af- 
ternoon Hon. Mr. Scott Baid : " Before the 
orderB of the day are oallod I would like to 
ask the Premier if he ia able now to relievo 
the tonBion of opinion on an important 
quoatlon, outsido rumors regarding which 
are somewhat confirmed ^y an ompby chair. 
I think p-i-liamont is entltlod to somo ex- 
planation under the circumstances. It ia 
the usual praotiao in the British parliament 
and our parliament when a crieis ariBos that 
both houses should bo taken into the confi- 
dence of tho government." 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell — Tho hon. gentle- 
man ib quite correot aa to tho parliamentary 
and oonetitutional praotiao in quest Ions of 
thla kind. I am not, I am aorry to say, in 
a poaitlon to rollevo tho tonBion of the hon. 
gentleman's mind at tho present moment, 
but I promise him that I ahall bo onabled to 
relieve him of all anxiety aa to tho mattor 
to-morrow. 

Iu the House of Commona Hon. Mr. 
Laurier said : I would ask the Minister of 
Finance whether ho can give any informa- 
tion to-day with regard to the reaignotiona 
of three prominent members of the udminia- 
tration. 

Hon. Mr, Foster— I think I will have to 
ask my hon. friend to cultivate the virtue 
of patience for a little while longer. To- 
morrow when tho House aasembles I shall 
make a positive statement with reference to 
the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier — My hon. friend haa 
asked me bo often to cultivate that virtue 
that I think I have it to perfection now 
(laughter ) Aa ovidonco of it I will wait 
until to-morrow. (Renewed laughter.) 

The foregoing summarizes the official 
statements to-day in reference to the politi- 
cal situation. Thoy are the outcome of 
conferences whioh have been in progress 
since yesterday, the most noteworthy of 
whioh was one thia morning between the 
Premier and the throe dissident ministers. 
Hon. Mr. Ouimet, Sir Adolpho Caron and 
Hon. Mr. Angora havo so far reoodod from 
the position whioh they took yesterday 
when they asked that a remedial 
bill be passed thla session, that 
they will now be aatisfied to accept 
tho more introduction of remedial leg- 
islation at the present session, as evidenoe 
of the bona fides of their colleagues. This 
was the offer whioh they made to Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell thia morning. The Premier 
Informed them that he would give an an- 
swer to-morrow, whereupon, it is reported, 
the miniatera consented to wait. 

The nature of the conference was carried 
to the French Canadian oauoua whioh meb 
in Mr. Joncas' room in the parliament build- 
ings, and at which about 25 Quebec Conser- 
vatives were present when the meeting 
broke up. Mr. Jonoas, who had summoned 
the meeting, decided not to do anything 
until to-morrow, thereby showing that he 
was aoting in concert with the three Frenoh 
ministera. Had Mr. Laurier moved his mo- 
tion of want of confidence this afternoon, 
there would have been a solid Conservative 
phalanx against him. The oppoaition 
leader, after his fiasco of yesterday, did not 
daro to risk another adverse vote. 

A report current during the morning that 
Hon. Mr. Ouimet and Sir Adolphe Caron 
would make an official statemeno of their 
position to the house at three o'olook had 
again tho effeot of orowding the galleries 
with epectators, but they were doomed to 
disappointment. Tho seata of the two min- 
iatera were again vacant, but it aeems oo ba 
certain they will be in their places to-mor- 
row, whether reconciled to thoir colleagues 
or not, Hon. Mr. Ouimot was within the 
precinots of tho house during tho ufternoon, 
transacting business with his deputy, but 
on leaving ho never looked the way of the 
chamber. 

Tho business on the ordor paper of the 
Houso is practically completed, about all 
that Ib left being the passage of twenty-fivo 
or thirty items in supply. 

Several membora who, it was supposed, 
had left for good, havo returned within tho 
laBt day or two. 

The houee waa engagod all day disouaBing 
the onstoma bill. Mr. MoLoan's proposi- 
tion for a two-cent paasonger rate on rail- 
waya was rejected by L13 to 39 

The Frenoh treaty pasBod the Senato by

Scarcity of Fish— Advance la -Eggs— 8iuall 
Demand fur Meats. 

A soaroity of fish still prevails in tho mar- 
ket, the supply being altogether inadequate 
to the demand. Thoro haa been a big de- 
crease in tho sale of moats during tho past 
weok, owing to tho hot weather, the same 
cause accounting for the limited character 
of tho stock on hand. Fruita aro probably 
the moat tal ablo artiole in the market, and 
what might be called a new variety in the 
supplioa ia the California apple, which, how- 
ever, deimanda as yet an almost fabulous 
prlco. Dry, hot weather has, it la olalmed, 
injured the raspberry orop, but the effect 
doos nob Beem to be felt materially, as great 
quantities from the American side make up 
tor that. Eggs, in conaequonoe of the warm 
weather, have advanced from five to ten 
oeats. There is no aotivity in the grain 
market and flour continues steady. Follow- 
ing aro the current retail quotations :

Justice McCreteht Hears Both 
Sides and Reserves His 
Decision. 



Tho waterworks injunction case came 
fairly beforo tho oourts yesterday when Mr. 
J.Stnarb Yatoa on behalf of John Haggarty, 
the lowest tenderer for the waterworka im 
provomenta, asked Mr. Justice MoCreighb to 
restrain the Mayor from signing the con 
tract with Walkley, King & Casey. Hon 
D. M. Eberts (attorney-gonoral) appeared 
for the city and there were quite a number 
o! ratepayers and several contractors 
present to hear the argument. 

Mr. Yates first read the affidavita of John 
Haggarty and Thomas Storey, tho cffeot of 
which has already been published. Tho 
amounts of tho several tenders were Hot 
forth, H«ggarty'a tho lotveBt being $06,943; 
John Danno §88,800; and Wulkley, King & 
Casey $83,500. Tho tender of Haggarty was 
only §1,050 below tho estimate of tho city's 
Waterworks engineer, while Walkley, King 
& Casey, tu whom th<> oontraob was awarded, 
had tendered at §16 557 above Haggarty. 

Mr. Justice Mi (J. eight remarked that ic 
was specified iu the advertisement for ten- 
ders thut the city did nob bind themselves 
to acospti the Iowbhc tender. 

Mr. Yates replied that such a provision 
might relievo anyone aoting for himself 
alono from acaep log i tondor, but in the case 
of trustees ciit y are uuuud toexerciseprudouco 
and o»re, and where the lowest tender was 
not accepted he must show ho had acted in 
the beet intereBO of his trust. No trustee 
had a right to exorcise his legal right to the 
Injury of his tiuac. Wherever there was a 
trust or anything in the nature of a trust, 
the court may interfere to prevent impru- 
dent exercise of the trustee's powers. Hero 
the onus lay on the oiby oouncil to show that 
they aoted prudently in aocepbing a tender 
§16,557 higher than the lowest tender that 
complied with all the conditions asktd for. 
All thiDgs being equal, it wbb in the inter- 
est of the taxpayers to have the cheapest 
tender accepted. There waa only a differ- 
ence of §1,050 between Mr. Haggarty'a ton- 
dor and the estimate of the city's own en- 
gineer and it was well known that in nine 
casos out of ton tenders had been let by the 
city lower than tho engineer's estimate. Of 
the majority of the special committee who 
reported to tho council in fuvor of Walkley, 
King & Casey, there were only 
two members of council, the Mayor 
and Aid. Bragg, while two alder- 
men, Aid. Williams and Wilson, opposed 
the majority report. Tho other two of tho 
majority were tho water commissioner and 
the engineer, who were simply put on the 
oommicteo to give them the benefit of their 
opinions. Then, again, tho stipulation in 
the notice for tenders, that no tender would 
be received from anyone not a resident of 
the province, was ultra vires, as it limited 
the tenders and tendod to raise prices 
against tho general interest of the ratepay- 
ers, who should have their money expendod 
bb economically as posaiblo. 

Mr. Justice MoCreighb— There may be 
good reaaona tor restricting the tenders. 

Mr. Yatoa — "Not in tho intereat of tho 
ratepayers as a whole." Then the council 
had not looked into the facts of the case nor 
exercised that prudence which the Court 
may require them to use. Had they figured 
out) all tne conditions they could have seen bhat 
they would have been amply protected in 
aocepting Haggarty'a tender. All the 
material brought on tho ground at once be- 
comes the property of the corporation ; 
besides, all the contractor's plant and Im- 
plements at once become tho corporation's 
property and may bo sold for the purposes 
of completing the contract. Take it for 
granted, for instance, bhat Haggarty had 
taken tho contract and failed when he got 
half way through the work. Then the city 
would have first hia check for §3,500 (five 
per cenb of tho contraol), which accom- 
panied hia tender ; they would also retain 
25 per cent of the work done (§8,366) ; 
they would also have in hand half the 
money for the completion of the work 
(§33,000); or in all $44,000, or' more than 
half the amount of the highest tender, 
would remain in the city's hands to com- 
plete the work. 

Mr. Justice McCreight asked fjr cases 
showing where tho oourts could oallacorpor- 
ation to account for not acting with due 
judgment. His impression was that the 
court could only interfere where it wa6 
shown that a corporation had acted illegally. 

Mr. Yates admittod ho could not find a 
case exactly on all fours with tho present 
one ; bub th9 corporation as trustees for the 
ratepayers might bo culled to account. 

His Lordship was inclined to doubt thiB. 
One would not go to books on tho law re- 
lating to truBbeos for laws relating to cor- 
porations. 

Hun. Mr. Eberta argued thab Mr. Yatea 
had nob made out any case. For tho courts 
to interfere it must bo shown that the coun- 
cil aoted fraudulently or collusively, and this 
it had not been attempted to do. The court 
could not attack a corporation's actions 
simply because tho discretion used did 
not happen to mcut tho views of aomcono 
else. Thero was no provision that the 
lowest tondor must bo accoptod. Then the 
affidavit of Thomas Storey mado uso of Buch 
oxpressiona as " I am informed and believe," 
instead of giving tho grounds d:tiuitnly on 
which the affidavit] was made. Such an 
affidavit oould only be used in interlocutory 
proceedings, and then tho rule only said 
" may be UBod." Thoro was no reason to 
believe that the oounoil had not made proper 
Inquiry and had decided to give the con- 
tract to a fit and proper person. How did 
Mr. Storey gob his inf ormation Ho neither 
stated where ho got it nor from whom, but 
said ho waa "informod." Waa ib only 
atreet rumor 1 

His Lordship remarkod that tho affidavit 
was objectionable in nob stating the sources 
of information. 

Mr. Yates — I oan give the roason for its 
boiDg iu that form. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts continuing said that the 
affidavit made two contrary statements, for 
in one place it was shown that the report of 
tho committeo to tho city council stated that 
the engineer's opinion was tint Walkley, 
King !c Casey's CDntraot wob tho lowest at 
which tho work could bo properly oarried 
out, whilo in another ph'-ce Mr Storoy says 
ho believes that Haggarty'a price was Bulli- 
oionb to carry out tho contract. Tho two 
statements were inconsistent. 

His Lordship said ho wished to know if 
Mr. Yatea could allow him any cases whero 
tho court could interfere in tho letting of 
contracts. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said that thoro were 
nono. 

Mr. YatoB, with reference to Mr. Storey's 
affidavit, said lb had boon prepared for an 
ex parte applioation. 

His Lordship said he objected to receive 
them in auoh a form, even whon they came 
up ex parte. As to the contract, it might

THIS CINNAMON BEAU 

To THE Editob : — I see with regret »hat 
a little bear haa boon preBentcd to ou.- al- 
ready fine collection of auimals and buds. 
I have no desire to reflect upon tho good io. 
tentious of those who make gifts to the 
Zoological Gardens, Beaoon Hill park, 
but as no adequate provision is mado while 
confining them to keep them in a state as 
noar to their natural habitat as possible, the 
whole business ie a cruel farce. 

Did tho cinnamon boar strangle himself, 
after he bad been killed 1 One may fairly 
ask why. Wild animals do notgenerally com- 
mit suicide ; bbey have lefc tho honor to civ- 
ilized humanity. 

The little bear now presented may possi- 
bly share the same fate. Chained by a far 
too heavy chain to a dog kennel in all 
weather, its oondition is cruel in the ex- 
treme. The eagles and wild birds might 
well be let looso. It waa hardly necessary 
to go to the expense of building cagea for 
guinoa piga and rabbita ; they would be 
better in the hutches of sohoolboys, who 
would no doubt tako care of them. 

The whole business casts ridicule upon 
the authorities, who have gone to great ex- 
pense to make themselves a laughing stock. 
That is of little consequence. I am plead- 
ing now for the birds and the little bear. If 
it Is desirable to keep wild animals, lee us 
do tho thing properly and provido for them 
in as humane a manner as possible, accord- 
ing to the diifurenb habits of oaoh. 

Does the park oommittoe imagine that the 
sight of this miserable menagerie is either 
e'e"at.ing or instructive ? Tho fauna of Brit- 
ish Columbia, to which, I think, guinea pigs 
and rabbita do not belong, could be much 
better studied in tbo provincial muneum.

STILL SILENT. 

It is to be ob.'orved that tho Hon. Mr. 
Laurier has not yet fjiven tho world his views 
on tho Manitoba school quoetion. The 
amendment which it was expeoted he would 
mova on Tuoaday was not made. Hi, how- 
ever, did make a motion, but the most dis- 
cerning man in tho Dominion will havo to 
study it a long while before he finds out 
from it what the Leader of the Opposition 
thinks about the Manitoba aobool question. 
That motion was : " I therefore move that 
this Houso do now adjourn." It was a 
charaoteriatio motion, and thespeeohby whioh 
it wan introduoed was also characteristic. 
It was a smart little bit of parliamentary 
sparring. Ib waa an attempt to force the 
Leader of tho House to make some admis- 
sion of which hid opponent could take ad- 
vantage. But he found that Mr. Foster ia 
just aa skilful in defenco aa he ia in attack, 
so that when the sparring match ended 
honors were even. But ib will be observed 
that Mr. Laurior never for a single mement 
addressed himaolf to tho subject under the 
consideration of the House. Ho was most 
careful not to commit himself to any ex- 
pression of opinion on the subjoob. He. it 
will bo remembered, made aomo 
promises — conditional, it ia true— 
with regard to the Manitoba sohool 
question when he was on his Bpeoch-making 
tour in the West. Ho has had auroly timo 
enough and opportunity enough aiuco then 
to find out what is the oxaot naturo of tho 
Manitoba achool Bystem now in operation, 
and how it affects the Roman Uitholio min- 
ority, but he has never yot given to the 
world the reault of his study and observa- 
tion. What ia the meaning of thia moat ex- 
traordinary reticence 1 Has the subject 
been too deep and too intricate for his in- 
tellectual powers, or is he afraid to announce 
the conclusions at whioh ho has arrlvod to 
Parliament and tho people of this Dominion? 
There is a third alternative, he may not 
consider it pood polioy to speak what ho ia 
convineed is tho truth with respect to thia 
most important subject. What he believes 
to be for tho advancement of bis party may 
havo moro woight with him than tho inter- 
eats of truth and the welfaro of hie country. 



THE NEW FICTION. 

Tho " new fiction " la having its day, and 
It is to bo hopod that it will not bo a long 
one. Wo do not know that the world will 
be any better than it is now 
after ita story-tellers havo acquired 
the habit of speaking openly and 
loudly about things and conditions that their 
predecesaora of the past did not vonturo to 
moro than to allude to distantly. The 
deoenb reticonco ol tho old novellists wub 
moro wholesome both from an artistic and a 
moral point of view than tho outapokon 
" realism " of some modern noveliatB, 
and there can bo no doubt that their 
books woro ploasantor reading. There ia 
a passage in an article headed " A Question 
of Art," in a lato number of Harper's Week- 
ly, whioh in our opinion is woll worth read- 
ing and thinking over. 

" Tho ovil thing of whioh Mr. Quiltor (In 
the June number of tho Contemporary Ro- 
view), and thoso who agree with him, com- 
plain is that tho veil la withdrawn and that 
tho artist and society inaiat that any life la 
worthy of presentation in a work of art, and 
that art must not doal with tho truth, but 
with all truth. Art has no suoh funotion. 
Art may offend Icbb when ib tolls in books 
the truth that men and women do nob talk 
about with one another, or whoro it 
prosentB life and diaouasoa aubjeots 
thab aro hidooua, revolting and fleshly. 
There is no moro corrupt and corrupting 
thing in thia world than a story of dopravity 
told simply booauao it presouta a phaao of 
life thab really exista. When a book with 
suoh a atory gooB into a puro household 
where thero aro young and iunooont glrla its 
author oommita a crime agalnBt that which 
U loveliest in all tho world, and ho earns 
'. 



bhe contempt and anger of all good men and 
women. The aubjeota of art should bo 
beautiful and elevating. We want nature 
and truth, but we do not want naturo in its 
meaner and baser mooda, nor truth which is 
a proper object of police aurveillanco, unices 
indeed, the aodden truth la painted as tho 
black shadow of an otherwise beautiful 
picture." 

NORTH AMERICAN INDIANS. 

It would be interesting and edifying lo 
know what oivilizirion has really done far 
tho North American Indian. Haa ho boon 
improved by oontacb with olvlllzition or haa 
ho deteriorated ? We have been told of the 
good thab missionaries and eohoole and in- 
struotora in the useful arts have done tho 
aboriginal tribes; but now and then aocounta 
reach ua which makes us doubtful of the 
benefits that the white man has conferred 
on his rod brother. Among tboao ia a Btory 
whioh ia to bo found in the Toronto Globe, 
of the 4th inBb. It is an account of what had 
been done on an Indian reservation in this 
Dominion of Canuda but a Bhorb timo pre- 
viously. The reservo is the Bluckfoot Ro- 
sorve.nearGleiohen, N.W.T. It is described 
as the largest rosorve of IndianB in tho West, 
thero being on it between 1,'200 and 1,000 
Indians. There haa boon a missionary 
station on this roaorvo for at least twelve 
yoare, and there havo also boon established 
on ib Bchoolo for tho oduoation of tho 
ohildren. Tho missionary who has labored 
among theso Hlackfoot Indians for twelve 
yoara ia tho Rev. J. W. Tims, who appears 
to bo a zoaloua, conscientious, hard-working 
toaohor of Christianity. 

Theeo Blaokfoot Indiana, notwithatanding 
bhe inatruotion they havo rocoivod, aro moat 
superstitious and they atill practise their 
barbarous rites. Their superatitiona aro nob 
harmlosa. They oauao tho people to bo in- 
aubordinate and thoy lead to aota of outrago 
and murder. Tbeao Indians, liko all savages, 
have peculiar ideas ua to the causes of sick- 
ness. They are also paaaionately fond of 
their ohildren. An Indian bravo named 
Scraping Hido had a little boy at the ohild. 
ren'a home on tho Reserve who whllo thero 
took atcli. The father removed him whllo 
ill to his topoe. The ohild, in spito of hia 
father's care, died. Scraping Hido, in his 
frenzy, attributed hia death to somo of tho 
whito officials of the reserve. Soon after 
the child's doath he put on hia war paint, 
loaded his rifle and Bet out for the dwellings 
of tho whito men. There was no one in the 
first houao at which ho called, but ho pro 
ceeded on hia journey of revengo and 
knockod ab the doer of Mr. Skynnor's 
abode. Tho door was opened by Mr. Skyn 
ner himself, who waa inatantly 
shot dead by tho infuriated savage 
Thia wa8 in April last. .Stories wero 
raiaed among the Indiana to tho prejudice 
of the good missionary, Mr. Tlma. It was 
aerioualy said that he was the devil and 
that ho had bad eyea. Chargoa whioh were 
both foolish and false wero made against 
him, and it was not difficult to Bee thab ho 
was greatly out of favor with the Indiana 
He had forbidden tho childron of tho homo 
to attend tho barbarous and demoralv.lng 
Indian dancoB. Thero wero complaints 
about the rationB, and Mr. Time waa in 
someway hold to blame for their scantiness. 

While this feeling againab the missionary 
prevailed a little girl at tho homo took Bick 
suddenly. Mr. Tims was in Calgary at the 
timo. After a ahort illneea the child 
died. Her parents, while aho wob 
ill, wanted to take her to their 
tonb to bo cared for, no doubt after the 
Indian fashion, bub tho doctor refueed to let 
them havo tho ohild. When it waa known 
that tho child was dead thero waa a great 
commotion among tho Indiana. Ono of tho 
bravoa Btarted with his rifle to waylay Mr 
Tims, but was followed by the farm in 
struotor and prevailed upon to return. The 
whito people on the roserve became alarmed 
They evidently believed that thoy would be 
murdered. Tho plan that they hit upon to 
appease the threatening crowd was to feed 
them. Tho women were terrified, but no 
violence was offered them. The white 
officials were not allowed to attend tho 
child's funeral. A squaw attacked ono of 
tho officials who was following tho body, 
with a murderoufl looking knifo. Tho men 
uol/ed her before sho oould do any harm 
but tho bravoB told him that if ho attempted 
to accompany them to tho gravo he would 
be ahot. A day o.- two after this Mr. Tims 
waB threatened with death by an Indian, 
paintod and armed. Tho Indian bravos 
went about tho reaorvo ehootiDg tho dogs 
thoy mot and shouting tho name by which 
Mr. Tims was known among tho Indiana 
So threatening wero tho domonetrations 
againat tho missionary that it was consider 
ed necoaaary that he and his family ahould 
leave tho reservation. Tho ohildron'H homo 
or sohool waii also broken up. Tho Indians 
dotorminod to colebrato their sun dance, 
and it ia aaid that *' all discipline or reapoot 
for authority haa beon abandoned on tho re- 
serve." 

Tho aun dance is a Bavago and terribly 
disgusting ceromony. During ita continu- 
ance the young Indiana to show their man- 
hood go through a terrible ordeal. Even to 
road of tho tortures they undergo is aicken- 
ing. It ia not surprising that pooplo wonder 
whether mon who are in tho oonditionof the 
Blaokfoot Indiana, and who continue tholr 
barbarous heathen rites and practices, have 
derived the least benefit from tho teachings 
of tho misaionarios or from civilized mon 
gonorally. It ia to bo romarkod that nearly 
every whito man who haa coma in contaat 
with tho Indian of tho plains dislikes him 
heartily and entbrtainB for him the groateat 
contempt. This may bo tho effect of ruau 
prejudice, but then it may bo, aa many in- 
telligent mon declare it to bo, tho result of 
long and unploaaant experience. It is 
to be remembered that no suoh tooling 
as this exista against tho aboriginea of thia 
province. Tho SiwashoB, ac they are called, 
live on the beat terina with thoir whito 
noighbora and employers. Thoy aro moro 



oivilizable and moro ready to adopt the ways 
of whito men than tho IndianB of the plains. 
Bub on taking a survey of tho whole con- 
tinent, it doeB nob appear thab the North 
Amorican Indian ia under any very deep 
debt of gratitude to the white man.

ELECTRICITY IN THE BUSH. 

Barclay Sound About to Havo an Illustration 
of Un-to-fJate Enterprise. 

A complete electric plant in op»ration in 
the immense forest oi the West Coaat will 
before many days In ono of tho wondors of 
British Columbia, and this new application 
of electricity bida fair to prove equally 
orodltoli o to local enterprise and profitable 
in its financial roaulta. Tho plant haa for 
several months been in course of manufac- 
ture and preparation in thia city, and tho 
last consignment of it formed an important 
part of the freight carried by tho Maudo, 
which left for the Wcat Coaat last evening. 
Among her paaaengera were tho party of 
men who will orecr, the plant, undor tho 
skilful direction of Mr. C. G. Cunningham, 
of tho Srm of Hinton & Cunningham, con- 
structing eleotrioiana, of this city. It ia to 
bo eatabtiahed on the limitB of Mr. Win. 
Sutton, in Euoulet district, Barclay Sound. 

The greatest difficulty whioh the lumber- 
men of thia province have to contend with, 
ia that of tranBporting the Immense trees, 
after they have been felled, to the water, 
for onco afloat It la a comparatively simple 
matter to hondle evon the greatost of theao 
giants. Dependence haa had to be placed 
hitherto on toama of mulea or horseB or on 
ateam power, when tho Bervlcea of a port- 
able engine could be brought into uao, and 
in tho Barclay Sound region it has been a 
aource of groat trouble and exponao to trans- 
port and operate oven the portable englnoB. 
Now these are to give way to oleotric 
motors, whioh will be run by the unlimited 
water power adjacent, tho motors boing 
easily movoablo and the task of atrlnglng 
tho wiree to conduot the eloctrio ourrent 
bein^ simplicity itself. 

Where thia modern improvement Ib to bo 
introduced a canal haa already been dug for 
> considerable distance through tho limits, 
ai il by the application of oleotric power tho 
logs will in a few minutes bo drawn from 
vliero they have fallen along skids to the 
waterway. The immense atock of timber 
which can be cut from a comparatively lim- 
ited area makes works of thia nature nf moro 
'ban transient utility and encourages such 
enterprise aa haa boi-n ehown in this in- 
stance. It, is not at all Improbable that Mr. 
Sutton's example will bo followed in other 
limits.

CONSCIENTIOUS SCRUPLES.

What a glorious liar' I3y far 
the finest bit of fiction in the whole book 
is that marvelously realistic account of 
how lie picked up thenmnuscriptinasmall 
shop in Venice, and now he caps it all by 
going and writing to The Times that it's 
every word of it true, and that if these im- 
plied calumnies continue any longer he will 
he forced at last to vindicate his character 
by a trial for libel. Delicious! Delicious! 
It's the loveliest bit of advertising I'voseen 
for years, ami just to think of his getting 
Tho Times to aid and abet him in it." 

"But have you seen today's Athenosum?" 
Mr. Lockhart responded cheerfully . "Vof 
Well, here it is, and it's liner and finer. 
Their reviewer said last week, you kuow, 
they'd very much like to inspect the orig- 
inal manuscript of such a unique historical 
document and humorously hinted that it 
ought to be preserved in the British muse- 
um. Well, hang me, if Willoughbydoesn't 
pretend this week to take their banter 
quite seriously and proceed to spin a cock 
and bull yarn about how the original got 
lost at sea on a Dundee sealer! Magnifi- 
cent! Magnificent! The unblushing audac- 
ity of it ! And lie does it all with such an 
air. Nobody ever yet equaled him as an 
amateur advertiser. Thecheek of the man's 
so flue. He'd say anything to screw him- 
self into notoriety anyhow. And the queer 
part of it all is that his work's quite good 
enough to stand by itself on its own merits 
without that. He's a splendid story teller, 
only he doesn't confine the art of fiction to 
its proper limits." 

Whether it was by virtue of Arnold Wil- 
loughby's indignant disclaimers, however, 
or of its intrinsic merits as a work of ad- 
venture, "An Elizabethan Seadog" was all 
the rage at the libraries. Mr. Mudie, 
crowned Apollo of our British Parnassus, 
advertised at ence a thousand copies. "And 
it's so wonderful, you know," all the world 
said to its neighbor. "It was written, they 
say, by a common sailor!" When Arnold 
heard that, it made him almost ready to 
disclose his real position in life, for he 
couldn't hear to take credit for extraordi- 
nary genius and self education when as a 
matter of fact his English diction was tho 
net result of the common gentlemanly so- 
journ at Harrow and Oxford.

Arnold Willoughby. So long as he earned 
the approbation of bis own conscience the 
rest was but a matter of minor importance. 

Nor did tho boom promise to do Arnold 
much permanent or pecuniary good. To be 
sure, it gained him no small notoriety, but 
then notoriety was the very thing lie wish- 
ed most to avoid.

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LEANDERS AND CORNELLS. 

The Feeling Caused by the Americana Bow- 
ing Over the Coarse Still 
Continues, 

Henley-on-Thames, July 10 — The feeling 
caused by Cornell going over the courao 
yesterday after the Loandera fuilad to go* 
»wuy continues. " They are just llko tho 
Australians," said one perBon in the break- 
faat room of the Red Lion hotel thia morn- 
ing, " they don't oare how they win." The 
Leandera made no overtures to Cornell yoa- 
terday to raco again, but began a torrent of 
•abate. 

Androw 8. White, who has boen identi- 
fied with tho Cornoll orow ever since the 
latter arrived and who is perfectly well 
known to different crowa, yesterday evening 
entered tho orowded hotel lobby wearing 
the Cornoll oolorH. In tho lobby wero a 
group of Loandera excitedly talking over 
the miaurderatacding of yesterday. Begg, 
the Loander coxBwain, glanced atWhitoand 
then eaid, " Dimn the Americana, anyway ; 
ita juat what wo might have expected." 

" The Aaaociated 1'reaB correspondent ob- 
Bervoo : " Thero ia much diBcuaaion and 
excitement at Henley over yosterday'a 
incident and a determined effort ia being 
made by tho Britishers, led by the Loanders, 
to place tho Cornoll orow in tho wrong and 
put tho whole responsibility of tho outcome 
on their Bhouldora. Tho Leander8 and their 
sympathizers ignore the dooialon of their 
own umpire which ia uphold by thia even 
ing'a di oiaion of tho atowarda. Aa a matter 
of faot, tho Cornoll orew aro not 
only strictly within their rlghta but 
in view of the umpiro'B ordera, they 
could nob well havo done otherwise. It 
would havo been a pretty quixotic thing 
had they diaobeyed tho umpire and re- 
turned to tho post ; but moantimo the 
Leandera would probably havo gone on and 
won tho race. It ia the Loandore who are 
ahowing that moat unsportsmanlike spirit, 
and in every way trying to discredit the 
Americana." Androw S Whito, a nephew 
of ox -President Androw D. White, of Cor- 
nell, said to a reporter of the AaBoclatod 
Press lueb evening in regard to this 
thing : " It ia the greatest outrage 
that waa ever perpetrated on God'a earth. 
The attompt to put tho blamo on our boyB 
ia a daatardly thing ; they could only obey 
the umpire. You must remember that bo- 
fore tho regatta we wero warned on all aidea 
to bewaro of the Leandora, ' they will do 
you in any way poasiblo,' it was said, 4 they 
will run you into the post aa they did the 
French crow last year.' We were told 
even before the draw that the 
thing had boen fixed that our first 
raco would be againab the Leandera. 
In our hoarta we believed that the Leandors 
wont to tho poat determined not to race. 
We had tho beat poaition and had boaten 
their beat time." 
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A WOMAN TEACHES WHEELWOMEN. 



CHINA AND JAPAN. 

LI Iiune Chime Had an Idea That RnBsla 
Would Have Prevented Japan 
SecuriDc Territory. 

Peking, July 10. — lb is stated that China 
only agreed to the Rusao-Chinese loan under 
pressure of the threat that otherwleo the 
Liao peninsula would nob bo restored. 

Washington City, , July 10.— John W. 
Foster, apeaking to-day of the China-Japan 
ponce negotiations, aaid : 

" The viceroy, Li Hung Chang, had an 
idea, though 1 do not know that bo had any 
aaauranco of it, that the Ruaaian govern- 
ment would interfero to provent Japan from 
securing any territory on the mainland of 
Asia, and tho negotiations wero made that 
much ensier. Bub the Japanese wero not 
Buro, after their negotiations with Lt, that 
tho tormB of the treaty would be rigidly 
livod up to. They remembered that in 1S7S 
England and France waged war on China, 
the war terminating with tho treaty of 
Tientoin. Tho two European nationB with- 
drew their forces from China, only to find 
that the latter nation did not abide by tho 
treaty, which wub overthrown when it 
reached Poking. There was nothing for 
them to do hut to fight it all over again and 
to take Peking, where tho final treaty waa 
signed. 

" Japan feared thoro might bo a repeti- 
tion of that procedure, but I am glad to aay 
that such will not bo tho case. Feeling 
that any continuation of the war would 
only work further hardship on tho dofeated 
country, and that tho terms of poaoe wero 
as reasonable aa could possibly be expected, 
I waa strongly in favor of tho adoption of 
tho treaty, and urged it on the Chinese en- 
voys, with tho reault that it was finally ra- 
tified at Peking. Thero waa oonBiderablo 
opposition to the treaty, and many of the 
viceroya and generals united in a protest 
against ita adoption, but wiser judgment 
prevail! d" 

Sx. Petersburg, July 10 — With regard 
to t!io rumors thut Ru8sia consented to con 
oludo the Cnir.ese loan only on condition 
that China ceded enough territory to allow 
Russia to run the Siberian railway to the 
aea, it ia asserted on good authority that no 
question of politicB waa mixed up with tho 
negotiations. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

New York, July 10. — The stock market 
was unHottled during tho forenoon but waB 
atrong during tho afternoon with some fow 
exooptiona. Chief among tho Influences 
whinh guvo tono to speculation was the fuv 
orublo character of tho govurnment crop re- 
port, which induoid purchases of St. Paul 
and Burlington and indirectly led to the 
buying of tho loading railroad stocks. Lnn- 
don waa in tho market as a largor buyer 
than of lato and thiu holpod to atimulato (he 
local contingent. Tho following are tho 
olo8:rg pricoa of atocka :

Their, too, the 
legs grow after one has ridden regularly 
for some time. Now, 1 know a woman 
who hits been riding for three years, 
and in that time her legs havo increased 
inches around the calf. " 

"I told you so," said an athletic 
looking girl to her two companions, who 
wero decidedly thin, and they replied 
in chorus, "Well, wo aro glad you were 
right. " 

"Youwillfind after the muscles of 
your legs begin to strengthen," con- 
tinued the instructress, "that you will 
bo able to take much longer walks than 
ever before, and without tho slightest 
fatigue too. ' ' 

"I want to ask yon about something 
else, ' ' said one of the thin girls. ' ' What 
makes my garters hurt so while I'm rid- 
ing?" 

"What kind do you wear?" ques- 
tioned the instructress.

F1KE AT DETKOIT. 

iLlvery Stable Destroyed— Several Lives Lost 
— Considerable Damage to I'roperty. 

Dktkoit, Mich , July 10. — At "2 o'clock 
this morning a fire waB discovered in tho 
livery atablo of G. F. Case, 11 West Con- 
gress atroet, a brick four atoroy structure. 
All the employes were lodgod and fed in 
that building. On the fourth floor was 
Bleeping accommodation for 25 men. Five 
horribly burned and charred bodies, three 
of them Canadians, aro at tho morgue 
awaiting burial and othor known porsone 
are miBBing. There wero many narrow 
escapes and heroio rescues by the firemen 
and polico. The following are the victims 
so far bb learned : John Shaw, driver, 35 
years, from Canada ; John Bowman, second 
cook, 20, formerly of Bay City ; Webb, 
painter, 55, London, Ont. ; Edward HughoB, 
hostler, 28, Detroit ; James R. Shaw, har- 
ness maker, 27, relativea at Caledonia, Ont.; 
Charles Davie, barn man, mlaalng. There 
were about 80 horses in the basement, all of 
whioh wore gotten out, with the exception 
of C. A. Greaves' Ethel G., valued at §1, 
000, and one of less value. Many vehicles 
were destroyed together with harneaB and 
other livery apparatus. Jamoa Cumminga, 
aged 18, a atableman, reached a window on 
the top floor, bub was overcome by Bmoke 
and flames and foil headlong through a win 
dow to tho atreet. Ho was b»dly injured and 
may dio. The total loss will be 5100,000, 
partially covored by inenrance.

As tho crew of Trinity Ha'.,^ Cambridge, 
paddled into position to me a t Cornell in tho 
fourth heat of tho trial ra' J0 for the Grand 
Challenge cup, the Enp.dehmon mot with a 
rousing reception. Their average weight 
was 105 pounds and. their names were : T. B. 
Hopa, bow ; J. A. Bott, W. J. Fernie, F. 
E. Stowp.rt, W. A. Beitsor, B. H. Powell, 
A. S. Boll, D. H. Wauchepe, stroke, 
and Pago T. Touilinaon, ooxewuin. 
Trinity wub first at tho starting point und 
took up tho Bucks shore. Cornell waa slow 
in taking up position on tho Borkshire aide. 
Tho word "go'' waa given at 12:32 p.m. 
Cornoll first caught tho wator oud Btarted 
with a stroko of 40 to Trinity's 42. Cornoll 
vvao half a length ahead on turning into the 
cnurBo after passing Regatta Island. Then 
the Cornell runners be«an to encourage tho 
Americun crow, und under this stimulus 
Cornell, which had dropped to 38, epurted 
and increased thoir lead to b longth. Trin- 
ity waa then splashing slightly. 

Cornoll made a half milo In 2 minutes 20 
seconds, but in passing Fawloy Court, Cor- 
nell went all to piooeB ; Freeborn, No. I in 
the Cornell boat, dropped his oar and put 
his hands to his face. Tho Cornoll orew 
seemed paralyzed at thla, Hall, stroke, 
seemed not to undoratand what was inter- 
fering with the momentum of tho boat and 
half turned round, and by tho time tho 
Cornell orew wero again at work Trinity 
Hall was half a length ahead, Tho Cornell 
orew wore so rattled that thoy rowod like 
a lot of sohool boys, and Hager, No, 3, in 
tho Amorioan boat, dropped Iuh oar and fell 
baok into tho arms of No. 2, Spollman. The 
latter instantly recovered, but as Hager 
did not try to recover himself Colson, tho 
coxswain, called out sharply,- " What are 
you about there '.' " Hager then reBumed 
hia oar and aeomed to try to row, but no 
sooner hud the crew commenced pulling, 
with Trinity Hall five lengths ahead, than 
Freeborn dropped hia oar and with ono haud 
hfifore his eyeB aeomed to gropo blindly to 
recovor it. By this time Trinity Hall was 
seven or eight lengths ahead, rowing a long 
oven stroko. 

Passing tho milo paat in 5 minutos 22 
aeconda, Fennol fell forward and eeemed 
about to faint. He alao droppod hia Joar 
and rubbed his forehead. Tho shouts of 
littlo Colaon, the Cornoll coxswain, could 
be distinctly hoard from the shore, while 
Cornell men were running along the bank, 
frantically endeavoring to enoourage the 
crew. Fennell recoverod and tried to 
row, but hia oar atruok tho water 
flit. Then again tho men on tho 
opposite Bide of the boat seemed unable to 
lift thoir oars and wero ocoupiod in trying 
to steady the boat. Hall, the Canadian 
from Washington, Brant Co., Ont, who was 
rowing steadily, looked the pioture of des- 
pair. Nevertheless he kopt at his work 
and almost alone seemed to pull the boat. 
Then Hager for the second time dropped 
hia oar, aftor passing the mile post, but re- 
covered himself, although he aeomed ready 
to faint again.

Fennell, ib is said, was ill when ho en 
tered tho ruco to-day, Buffering from valvu- 
lar ufTeetion of tho heart, which cau&ed a 
big lump in his left sido. Accordii g to hie 
vcroion, ho caught a crab when tho Cornell 
boat was passing tho half milo post and his 
oar atruok him a tremendou8 blow on the 
left side, the shock eeoming to paralyse hie 
legs. Ho wub ablo to use hia arms but 
cou'.d Dot recover with tho rest. The great 
exertion ho wub making caused him to faint 
in Freeborn's arms and tho torriblo struggle 
the reBt of tho crew were obliged to make 
did thorn all up one aftor another. Fennell 
triod again and again to do his part, but 
fuintcd throe times. As Cornoll pulled to 
i ho judges' stand in order to go through tho 
formullty of leaving their weights, thoy 
wero all looking like death. 

About the stand waa a crowd of Loander 
mon, one of whom said, "I suppose you 
loat on aocount of tho hard race you had 
yesterday. " Another remarked, " Of 
course you are coming again in '90." The 
Cornoll men made no reply. 

In the third heat for the Stewards' chal- 
lenge cup tho Thames Rowing Club four 
easily boat tho Launders' four by eight 
lengths. 

The following is a summary of the heats 
rowed to day : 

Grand Challenge Cup— Fourth heat, 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, beat Cornoll by 
eight longthB ; time, 7 minutes 15 seconds, 
Fifth heat, New College, Oxford, beat

the London Rowing Club boat New Collego, 
Oxford. Third heat, Thames Rowing Club 
beat tho Loanders. 

ThameB Chullcngo Cup— Third hoat, the 
Kingston orow boat tho crow (French) of the 
Sociote d' Encouragement au Sport Nau- 
tique. Fourth heat, tho Molesly orew beat 
the London Rowing Club. Fifth heat, St. 
John's College, Oxford, oeat the Anglloan 
eight. 

The Diamond Sculls— Fourth heat. Guy 
Niokalle, London Rowing Club, boat E. A. 
Thompaon, Toronto Argonauts. Neither 
Nickalls nor ThompBon exerted themaelves. 
Thompson broke training yeBtorday even- 
ing, and almply rowed to-day out of sports- 
manlike instinct. 

Charles E. Courtney, the coach of the 
Cornell crow, has furnished the AaBooiated 
Press with the following signed statement : 
" Tho result was not unanticipated by me. 
I said last week that the orow, particularly 
Fennell, wore not in a condition to row. 
Had I been able to be ab the boat houae thla 
morning, Fennell, Hager and Dyer would 
not havo atartod. I consider the health of 
tho young oarsmen of more consaquenoo 
than any boat race. If I had my say in the 
final arrangements I would have put my 
foot down yesterday bsfore the Leanderraoo. 
I have not seen the crows ainco Saturday 
and thoreforo cannot toll about the stories 
roluted concerning tho improvement of the 
crow bIdcs that time. Finally, I can only 
aay that any orow muBt have been In better 
shape than ourB in order to win." 

The Pall Mall Gazette thla evening, com- 
menting on the defeat of Cornoll, saya : 
" There nover waa such a popular viotory in 
tho history of the regatta. Trinity rowed 
beautifully together, in truo ' varaity ' 
style, and gradually woro the Yankoea 
down. " 



COUNTERFEIT SHILLINGS. 

Bad Money in Circulation In VIctoria-A 
(Hobo Imitation of Genuine Coins. 

Thoro wero aome counterfoil shillings in 
circulation in Victoria u short time ugo and 
among those who received them was tho 
Bank of Montreal. The money closely re 
pumbled tho genuino coin, but doubting its 
quality the bank forwarded samples to 
headquarlert) iu Montreal. They were 
afterwards sent to the Bank cf England 
which in turn forwarded them to tho Royal 
Mint, in reply receiving tho following 
letter : 

Royal Mint, June 10th, 1895. 

DEAR Mr Bowen. — I am obligor! to you 
for sending in your lottor of tho 30th ultimo, 
tho two countorfoit shillings rtcaivoi from 
tho Victoria brar eh of the Bank of Montreal. 
They have beon exarnlnod in this depurt 
Mient and whilo the weight in each oaao cor- 
responds closely with tho Btandard, tho coins 
have evidently been carefully struck in a 
prnsii from silver tho composition of which 
is found on aeauy to approximate closely to 
tho standard !)00. Countorfoit shillings 
very similar in appearance havo recently 
boon recoived in the mint from tho Mel- 
bourne branch, having 'ioen found iu circu- 
lation in Victoria and Tasmania.
